Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Reports  on  the 
General  and  School  Health  Services  tor  the  year  1957. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  an  increase  of  one  thousand 
in  the  estimated  population  of  the  County,  a further  rise  in  the 
birth  rate  from  14.4  to  15.0  per  thousand  population  and  a small  fall 
in  the  death  rate  from  12.4  to  12.2  per  thousand  population.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  has  reached  a new  low  level  at  21  per  thousand 
live  births,  but  the  stillbirth  rate  at  22.9  per  thousand  total  births 
is  slightly  higher  than  the  average  for  recent  years. 

For  the  various  services  provided  the  demand  remained  at  about 
the  same  level  as  in  recent  years,  but  the  tendency  still  continued 
for  more  and  more  of  the  available  time  of  domiciliary  nurses  to  be 
allotted  to  old  people  so  that  now  52%  of  the  patients  visited  were 
over  65  years  of  age  and  required  64%  of  the  total  visits  paid. 
Similar  conditions  applied  to  the  use  of  the  domestic  help  service, 
where  about  65%  of  the  households  being  served  contained  elderly 
people  and  .50%  of  the  new  cases  given  help  during  the  year  fell 
into  this  category. 

The  extension  of  services  for  care  and  after-care  of  the  aged  is 
bound  to  continue,  but  the  greatest  development  which  Local  Health 
Authorities  will  be  expected  to  organise  in  the  forthcoming  years 
will  be  in  connection  with  the  prevention,  care  and  after-care  of  the 
various  types  of  mental  ill-health,  and  serious  consideration  is  being 
given  to  this  matter,  especially  in  the  light  of  the  important  report 
which  was  issued  during  the  year  by  the  Royal  Commission  on  the 
Law  relating  to  Mental  Illness  and  Mental  Deficiency. 

So  far  as  infectious  diseases  have  been  concerned  there  was  an 
epidemic  of  measles,  the  greatest  number  of  cases  occurring  in  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year,  and  an  outbreak  of  influenza  commenced 
in  the  second  week  of  September  which  lasted  several  weeks.  In 
September  also  there  were  a number  of  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever, 
many  of  them  mild  and  almost  symptomless,  associated  with  a source 
of  infection  in  a maternity  home.  For  the  seventh  year  running 
there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified.  In  the  field  of  active 
protection  against  disease  the  year  saw  the  real  beginning  of  a 
campaign  of  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  and  the  making  of 
arrangements  for  providing  protective  inoculation  against  this  disease 
have  now  to  be  aded  to  those  against  smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  tetanus  and  tuberculosis. 

On  the  staff  side  Dr.  E.  T.  Colville,  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
for  the  Buckrose  Health  Division,  was  off  duty  for  much  of  the 
year  and  I have  to  record  with  much  regret  that  by  the  end  of 
the  year  he  had  intimated  his  intention  of  resigning  from  his 
app(^intrnent  on  the  grounds  of  continued  ill-health. 
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Other  staff  matters  to  be  noted  are  the  continued  difficulty  in 
()])tainin^>:  dental  officers,  and  the  fact  that  the  posts  of  educational 
psycholog^ist  and  psychiatric  social  worker  were  vacant  for  the  whole 
of  the  year. 

Once  again  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  record  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  staffs  of  the  Health  and 
School  Medical  Departments  for  the  loyal  and  conscientious  service 
they  have  given  during  the  year,  and  to  express  to  all  the  members 
of  the  County  Council,  and  especially  to  the  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  School  Welfare  Sub-Committee  of  the  Education 
Committee,  my  thanks  for  their  continued  help  and  support.

I'he  ap[)lieation  of  the  eoinparahility  factor  to  tliis  ■ 
crude  rate  <>ives  a rate  of  10.9,  which  shows  that  the  rate  for  the 
(’oLiiity  a<»ain  compared  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and 
Whiles,  which  was  11.5.  'f'he  rate  for  Ihiigland  and  Wales  for  1956 
was  11.7. 


72%  of  all  deaths  occurred  in  peojile  aged  65  and  over,  and 
15%  in  jieojile  aged  over  75. 

I'he  })rinci])al  causes  of  death  in  the  ('ounty  were  heart  diseases  ' 
(892),  cancer  (167),  and  vascular  lesions  of  tlu;  nervous  system  (127). 
I'hese  three  causes  account  for  67.2%  of  the  deaths,  as  compared 
with  61.7%  in  1956. 

Compared  with  1956,  the  figures  for  1957  show  that  the  number 
of  deaths  attributed  to  cancer  increased  from  426  to  167.  Of  the 
167  deaths  due  to  cancer,  267  oceurred  in  the  urban  areas  and  200 
in  rural  areas,  corresponding  respectively  to  rates  of  2.15  and  1.32 
per  thousand  population. 
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Special  interest  continues  to  he  centred  on  cancer  of  the  lun^js 
since  the  puhlication  of  evidence  tliat  this  form  of  cancer  is  associated 
with  smokin^i’,  and  especially  with  cigarette  smoking'.  For  the 
Foiinty  the  numhers  of  deaths  and  the  populations  to  which  they 
apply  are  too  small  to  justify  any  conclusions  being  drawn  from 
the  statistics,  hut  the  figures  given  in  the  following  table  indicate 
that  since  1950  the  death  rate  per  thousand  ])opulation  for  all  forms 
of  cancer,  though  varying  from  year  to  year,  has  tended  to  increase 
slowly,  whereas  the  deathrate  for  cancer  of  the  lung  and  hronchus 
has  more  than  doubled  over  a corresponding  ])eriod.  'fins  rate  now 
stands  at  0.  to  per  1,000  population  and  is  the  highest  recordt'd.

'riie  Priiicij)al  Dental  Officer  re])orts  as  follows:  — 

Regular  dental  inspection  and  treatment  sessions  for  expectant 
and  nursing  motliers  continued  to  be  arranged  at  tlie  Beverley  C’linic 
and  elsewhere  in  the  C’ounty,  the  services  of  dental  officers  were  made 
available  at  the  nearest  fixed  or  mobile  clinic  for  any  patient  in  these 
categories  who  might  he  referred  to  them. 

During  the  year,  lectures  were  given  to  domiciliary  midwives  on 
dental  health  and  the  imj)ortance  of  dental  care  during  j)regnan(‘y. 
and  despite  the  difficulties  created  by  the  shortage  of  dental  officers, 
both  the  midwives  and  the  general  practitioners  were  again  reminded 
of  the  facilities  which  existed  in  the  County  for  a dental  service  for 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  As  will  he  seen  from  the  figures 
given  below,  few  women  availed  themselves  of  this  service,  the 
majority  choosing  to  seek  attention  through  the  priority  arrange- 
ments which  they  can  make  with  dental  surgeons  in  private  practice. 

Barents  with  children  under  school  age  can  take  them  for 
inspection  and  treatment  to  the  clinics  at  Beverley  and  Bridlington 
whenever  a dental  officer  is  in  attendance.  Bdsewhere  in  the  ('ounly 
parents  are  invited  to  bring  their  young  children  to  the  dental 
insjiection  sessions  arranged  for  school  children,  and  if  treatment 
is  found  to  he  necessary  it  is  made  available  at  the  treatment  sessions 
which  follow. 

These  invitations  to  parents  are  sent  out  by  head  teachers.

'I'hc  arrau'ieiiK'iits  lor  the  su|)[)ly  on  loan  of  suital)le  cots,  equip- 
ment and  clotliiiifi,’  lor  the  lioine  nursing'  of  premature  infants  con- 
Iniued  as  l)efore,  hut  very  few  recjuests  have  been  made  for  these 
articles. 


If  an  infant  at  birth  wei^ihs  Ihs.  or  less,  it  is  ])resunied  to  be 
premature,  and  on  this  basis  171)  j)remature  live  birtbs  and  .‘12 
premature  stillbirths  havt'  oeeurred  during’  the  year.  Of  these,  130 
live  births  and  2()  stillbirths  occurred  amon^'  infants  born  in  hospitals, 
to  live'  births  and  (j  stillbirths  amono-  infants  boiui  in  the 
mothers'  own  homes  and  D lixe  births  amono-  infants  horn  in  private 
nursino-  homes.

This 
organisation  has  dealt  entirely  with  the  distribution  of  I he  foods  in 
Anlabx",  C’ottinoham,  Driffield,  Dunswell,  Filey,  Hedon,  Hornsea, 
Norton,  Pockliii^'ton  and  VVdllerby.  The  hell)  given  by  102  voluntary 
distributors  in  the  villages  has  also  been  very  much  ai)])rcciated.

At  the  end  of  the  year  21  Health  Visitors  were  employed  and 
1 there  was  one  vacancy  on  the  staff.

Fourteen  nurses  attended  refresber  courses  durin^r  tlie  year. 

A comparison  of  the  flexures  shown  in  tlie  table  with  those  of  I 
the  previous  year  show  that  visits  paid  to  homes  have  increased  by  ' 
but  that  the  number  of  cases  wbieb  the  nurses  have  attended  I 
duriiif)’  the  year  were  172  less  than  in  1956. 

Over  52%  of  the  patients  nursed  were  over  65  years  old  and  I 
in  15%  of  cases  the  illness  was  of  a chronic  nature  necessitating; 
visiting  for  more  than  twenty-four  times  in  the  year.  Just  under  * 
64%  of  the  total  visits  were  to  patients  over  65  years  of  age  ; many 
of  ihese  visits  were  to  patients  suffering  from  chronic  illness,  and  I 
again,  out  of  the  total  visits,  44%  were  to  jiatients  who  had  to  he  * 
visited  on  more  than  twenty-four  occasions.  All  these  figures  show 
slight  iiKM’cases  on  the  corres])onding  ones  for  1956. 

Many  visits  are  made  to  ])atients  to  give  injections  of  various  : 
lypi'S,  no  s])ecial  nursing  attention  being  re(]uired.  Visits  of  this  . 
nature  rejiresent  nearly  .‘M-%  of  the  total  visits  made  for  all  purposes  . 
during  the  year. 

In  my  last  rejiort  1 gave  details  of  the  arrangements  being  made 
whereby  seleided  domiciliary  nurses  were  to  undertake  additional 
sjiecial  supervisory  and  advisory  duties  for  patients  attending  hospital 
diabetic*  clinics.  At  the  end  of  195(5  two  nurses  had  started  this 
service  for  the  area  of  the  County  served  by  the  diabetic  clinic  at 
tile  York  ('ounty  Hospital  and  during  1957  eight  other  nurses  began 
providing  similar  services  for  ])atients  attending  the  clinics  at  the 
Westwood  Hospital,  Beverley,  and  the  Scarborough  (leneral  Hospital. 
Owing  to  shortage  of  staff  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  commence 
the  service  for  the  Driffield  area  and  no  recjuest  has  yet  been  received 
for  a service  to  he  provided  for  the  area  served  by  the  diabetic  clinic 
at  the  Kingston  (leneral  Hos])ital  in  Hull. 

During  the  year  these  selected  nurses  paid  927  special  super- 
visory and  advisory  visits  to  diabetic  ]:)atients,  and  the  consultants 
af  the  various  hos])itals  have  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  operation 
of  the  scheme  has,  as  was  ho])ed,  effected  some  reduction  in  the 
time  which  j)atients  have  to  S])end  in  hospital  when  being  stabilised 
and  taught  about  the  ])rohlems  associated  with  the  leading  of  a 
“ diabetic  life.’' 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  asked  that  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  should  give  anv  information  they  may  have  about  the 
effectiveness  of  the  home  nursing  service  in  relieving  the  pressure 
on  hospitals  by  ])roviding  home  care  for  patients.  So  far  as  this 
area  is  concerned,  as  has  been  said,  over  15%  of  the  5,255  eases 
visited  were  of  the  chronic  type  and,  although  no  actual  figures  can 
he  given,  it  can  surely  he  assumed  that  in  the  absence  of  a district 
nursing  service  many  of  these  chronic  cases  would  have  to  seek 
institutional  accommodation  and  that,  in  not  a fe\v  of  the  cases 
of  more  acute  illness,  general  })ractitioners  would  he  unable  to  treat 
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£ patients  in  their  own  homes.  Success  in  iisin^?  the  domiciliary 
TjuirsinjD’  service  to  relieve  the  strain  on  liospital  facilities  depends 
fon  keeping’  the  domiciliary  service  adecjuately  staffed  and,  with 
irtlie  general  shortage  in  the  supply  of  nurses,  this  is  becoming  more 
rand  more  difficult,  especially  as  the  hosi)ital  nursing  service  tends 
(to  be  the  more  attractive  to  many  of  tliose  who  make  nursing  their 
[j  career. 

On  the  domiciliarv  midwiferv  side,  the  number  of  cases 
I: attended  was  928,  an  increase  of  22  on  the  number  attended  in 
(0  956.  The  number  of  ante-natal  and  lying-in  visits  have  totalled 
T 27,958.  In  addition,  owing  to  the  demand  on  the  beds  in  some 
1 of  tlie  maternity  units,  many  patients  are  discharged  before  the 
nend  of  the  normal  lying-in  period  of  fourteen  days.  Under  these 
ri circumstances,  the  domiciliarv  midwife  is  usuallv  called  on  to  visit 
i:  the  ])atient  on  her  return  to  her  home  and  continues  to  visit  until 
ithe  end  of  the  lying-in  period,  Midwives  were  called  uj^on  to  visit 
[]7()6  j)atients  under  these  circumstances  and  paid  8,819  visits  to  them. 

'The  ])ercentage  of  domi(‘iliarv  live  and  stillbirths  for  tlit'  Uoimty 
gas  a whole  was  28%,  com])ared  with  29%  iu  1956.  The  })ercentages 
of  the  domi(‘iliary  births  in  the  various  ('ounty  Districts  can  he

'I'he  following:  tahle  shows  the  position  in  the  various  County 
Districts  and  Ihsalth  Divisions  l)oth  as  i-c^ards  the  total  nuinhers 
of  (‘hildren  wlio  have  been  iiniminised  at  any  time,  and  also  as 
regards  thost^  wlio  have  been  iminunised  or  re-iininunised  during 
the  last  five  years. 

A eomparison  of  tlu*  figures  given  in  this  ta])le  with  those  in 
tiu'  eorresj)onding  table  for  thc‘  previous  year  shows  that  there  has 
been  a reduction  of  just  over  200  in  the  number  of  young  children 
being  immunised  and  that  the  j)ereentage  of  children  under  one 
year  old  who  had  been  immunised  fell  from  20%  to  15%  of  that 
age  grou)).  Although  this  fall  is  to  some  extent  offset  by  a slight 
rise  in  llu‘  per(*entag('  of  children  aged  one  to  four  who  have  been 
prot('eted,  the  total  figure  for  all  children  under  fifteen  years  of 
agc'  shows  that  the  percentage  who  have  been  given  ])riniary 
protc'ction  or  re-inforeing  injections  during  the  last  five  years  has 
droj)ped  from  just  ovtu-  55%  to  just  under  54%. 

Dij)htheria  is  a dangerous  disease  and  these  reductions  in  the 
state  of  protection  against  the  disease,  although  small,  are  disturbing 
and  indicate  the  eontinued  need  for  advice  about  inimunisati(m  to 
be  brought  to  the  notice  of  all  |)arents.  The  falling  off  in  the 
number  of  immunisations  among  young  children  is  i)artly  because 
it  is  generally  advised  that  the  use  of  c'ombined  antigens  against 
both  dii)htheria  and  whooping  cough  should  be  discontinued  during 
the  summer  and  autumn  months.  As  the  protection  against  whoop- 
ing cough  needs  to  be  given  first,  there  is  thus  a tendency  for  the 
j)roteetion  against  dij)htheria  when  given  separately  to  be  delayed 
until  a child  is  older,  and  these  figures  show  that  the  need  for  it 
may  be  forgotten  unless  constant  reminders  are  given.

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PROTECTION  AGAINST  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND 

TETANUS. 

Upon  the  request  of  their  i)arents  or  ^ruardiaiis  ehildren  may 
eceive  proteetion  against  whooping  eough  and  tetanus.  This 
protection  may  be  given  at  the  same  time  as  the  children  are 
cnimunised  against  diphtheria. 

During  the  year,  2,106  ehildren  received  primary  courses  of 
- nti-whooping  cough  injections,  and  568  received  ‘‘  boosting  ” 
injections.  These  numbers  are  made  up  as  follows:  —

B.C.G.  VACCINATION  AGAINST  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Scheme  for  jiroteetion  of  school  leavers  against  tuberculosis 
[ y B.C.G.  vaccination  which  was  eommeneed  in  1955  was  eon- 
iinued  during  the  year  in  the  Buckrose  and  Haltemprice  Divisional 
Llealth  areas. 

Children  who  are  between  thirteen  and  fourteen  years  of  age 
re  entitled  to  particii)ate  in  this  scheme,  and  during  the  year 
{litters  explaining  tiie  scheme  and  aeeompaiiied  by  consent  forms 
9/ere  sent  to  the  parents  of  1,098  eligible  ehildren.  Parents  of 
23  (65.8%)  children  recjuested  participation  in  the  scheme,  and 
if  these  acceptors,  679  were  eventually  Mantoux  tested  to  find  out 
. ■ B.C.G.  vaccination  was  necessary.  The  result  of  the  tests  showed 
riat  497  (78.2%)  were  negative  and  therefore  re(piired  vaccination, 
ad  of  these,  494  finally  completed  the  process. 

If  a child  gives  a positive  reaction  to  the  Mantoux  test,  it 
1 leans  that  at  some  time  he  has  contracted  the  infection  and  in 
( 11  probability  has  overcome  it.  To  make  certain  that  there  is  no 
itvidence  of  active  disease,  all  children  having  this  positive  result 
D the  test  are  offered  special  examinations,  including  chest  X-ray, 
ad  the  adult  members  of  their  families  are  also  offered  X-ray 
lamination  in  case  there  may  be  undetected  cases  of  the  disease 
1 along  them. 

PROTECTION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS. 

In  my  last  report  1 described  how  the  scheme  for  vaccination 
gainst  poliomyelitis  started  with  the  offer  of  registration  to  children 
orn  between  1st  January,  1947,  and  81st  December,  1954.  During 
956,  7,725  children  falling  into  this  age  range  were  registered 
ir  vaccination,  and  in  the  months  of  May  and  November  sufficient 
accine  was  received  to  enable  727  of  them  to  have  two  injections 
ach  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
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l)iirin;i:  ID.")?,  that  is  tin*  period  to  wliieli  tliis  present  report  t 
refers,  further  siipi)lies  of  vaeeiiie  hejian  to  })e  received  from  March,  , 
and  in  May  tlie  Minister  of  Health  decided  to  extend  the  offer  of  1 
la'^istration  to  those  cliildren  horn  in  tlie  years  1955  and  1950  and  ! 
lo  o’ive  a further  cliance  to  re^’ister  to  those  horn  between  1947  ‘ 
and  1954. 

An  attenij)t  was  made  to  reach  tlie  parent  of  every  child  in  the 
1955/5f)  a^e  ran^e  by  a personal  letter  and  the  other  children  ini 
the  school-a^e  ran<2:e  were  <>:iven  notices  to  take  home  to  their  r 
parents.  As  a result,  another  ;i,47()  children  in  the  1947  to  1954  1 
;i<xc  ran^i'e  were  re^jistered,  and  in  addition  there  were  ;^,()90  who  ) 
were  horn  in  1955  or  1956. 

Few  if  any  of  these  re^2:istrations  were  vaccinated  durin^i  the 
year  as  the  supplies  of  vaccine  which  were  available  were  just  about' 
sufHcient  to  deal  with  the  re^i’istrations  submitted  in  the  previous? 
year,  but  in  November,  1957,  the  Minister  informed  us  that  it  t 
was  pro|)osed  to  import  supplies  of  Salk  vaccine  from  America  and  1 
Fanada  during'  1958,  and,  in  anticipation  of  this,  offers  of  registra- - 
lion  for  vaccination  were  to  be  extended  to  children  born  in  the' 
first  six  months  of  1957  and  to  those  born  between  1948  and  1946. 
In  addition,  vaccination  facilities  were  to  be  offered  to  expectant' 
mothers  and  to  general  practitioners  and  their  families  and  to  ■ 
ambulance  staff  and  their  families.  All  these  new  registrations  had  ; 
to  be  offered  the  choice  of  the  imj)orted  or  British  produced  vaccine  e 
and  the  same  choice  had  to  be  offered  to  the  6,500  who  had  i 
registered  earlier  in  the  year  under  previous  arrangements. 

All  this  extra  work  placed  a severe  strain  on  the  clerical  staff’ 
of  the  l)e})artment  and  additional  temporary  help  had  to  bee 
employed,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  all  the  neeessary  notices  had  : 
been  sent  out  and  further  registrations  for  7,822  children  and  lOOC 
adults  had  been  received.  Among  these  and  the  other  6,500  await- 
ing vaccination,  approximately  21%  indicated  an  unwillingness  to  ’ 
accej)!  the  American  or  ('anadian  Salk  vac'ciiie  des])ite  the  know- 
ledge that  there  might  be  a considerable  delay  before  ample  supplies' 
of  the  British  produced  vaccine  became  available.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  C'ouiKurs  fleet  of  vehicles  consisted 
jof  12  amhulances  and  17  dual  j)ur])()S(‘  vehicles  used  mainly  for 
jsitting-case  work  and  use  was  also  mad(*  of  2 amhulances  provided 
by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Pri<>:ade  for  the  Eilev  area  and  1 
ambulance  provided  by  thf‘  British  Bed  Oross  Society  at  Market 
Weig:hton. 

At  last  it  would  ap])ear  that  a halt  has  been  (‘ailed  to  the 
increase  in  the  demands  made  on  the  ambulance  service.  This  year, 
for  the  first  time  there  has  been  a rediu'tion  in  the  number  of  cases 
yho  have  had  to  he  ('arried  and  this  reduction  is  almost  entirely 
due  to  a lessenin^j;  in  the  demands  made  to  transport  |)atients  to 
and  from  out-})atient  clinics.  'fhe  fi<2:ure  for  out-patient  work  is 
still  hi^j:!).  heinn^  1,400  more  than  it  was  in  1955,  and  it  is,  of 
' course,  too  early  yet  to  jud^^e  whether  the  reduction  referred  to  is 
I |{oing  to  he  a temporary  or  j)ermanent  one.

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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

'I'lie  clemaiuls  made  on  this  service  eontitiue  to  increase  vaair  1)\ 
year.  At  the  begiininy*  of  the  year,  domestic  lielps  were  giving 
.service  at  361  households  and  during  the  year  518  new  cases  had 
been  helped,  so  that  in  all  871)  householders  ha\(‘  made  use  of  tin- 
service  during  1957,  that  is  81  more  than  in  1956.  'I'he  conditions 
arising  in  households  causing  tlie  reciuests  for  donu^stii*  help  were 
■general  illness  134-,  tuberc'ulosis  1(),  confinements  160  and  clironie 
illnesses  575. 

'file  number  of  domestic  helps  on  the  ])anel  at  the  end  of  tlu' 
■year  was  197.  All  were  ])art-time  workers,  but  t>ne  was  on  the 
1 retained  list. 

As  in  jirevious  years,  a large  jiroportion  of  the  a\ailable  ser\ ice 
is  earmarked  for  cases  needing  help  for  long  jieriods  of  time,  and 
: this  is,  in  the  majority  of  instaiu'es,  supplied  f«>  households  where 
there  are  elderly  people.  For  instance,  at  the  end  of  the  year  in 
'279  households  where  domestic  help  was  being  pro\uh‘d,  that 
^provision  had  been  continuing  for  over  a yeai-  and  a further  78 
hiouseliolds  had  been  receiving  this  service  for  more  than  six  months. 


CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE. 

The  care  services  havt*  continued  to  be  u{)erateii  centrally  and 
are  referred  to  in  various  parts  of  this  report. 

The  medical  loan  service  continued  to  be  operated  on  behalf 
of  the  C’ounty  C’ouncil  by  the  Hritish  Red  ('ross  Society,  who  had 
lat  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  12  dejibts  in  the  (founty,  and  b\ 
the  Withernsea  Old  Folks'  ('entre  Aj)[ieal  C’ommittiat,  who  have 
!a  dejxit  at  Withernsea.  During  the  year,  l,3»)(i  artii’les  were  loaned 
under  this  arrangement.  Fxcept  in  the  cast*  of'  [latients  sufl’ering 
|;froni  tuberculosis  and  necessitous  jiatients,  small  charges  are  mad(‘ 
'for  the  loan  of  the  more  expensive  articles.

The  C’hildren’s  Officer  acts  as  a ('o-ordinating  ( )ffic*(‘r  tor  th<“ 
fpurpose  of  initiating  meetings  of  {versons  reprt‘seiding  the  various 
1 bodies  or  service  sections  who  may  in  the  course*  of  their  duties 
have  to  deal  with  the  various  ditHculties  created  by  [iroblem  fajiiilies. 
llThe  meetings  are  organised  on  a Divisional  Health  Area  basis  and 
pare  under  tbe  chairmanshi])  of  the  Divisional  Medical  ( )fficer.  They 
'lare  called  whenever  there  is  information  that  then-  are  cases  in  the 
■jarea  which  justify  this  action  being  taken,  either  with  a view  tf) 
r helping  to  ameliorate  established  conditions  or  with  a vi<‘w  to 
iOaking  preventive  action.  During  tlu*  year,  l(*n  such  nu'ctings 
'have  been  held  and  157  individual  cases  <h*alt  with.

9 are  in  residential  aeconiinodation  provided  by  the  Welfare 
Authority  and  4 are  in  colonies.  Of  the  five  spastic  cases,  four  are 
in  tlieir  own  homes  and  one  is  bein^?  maintained  in  a special  train- 
in^r  home  at  the  expense  of  the  Welfare  Committee. 

In  addition,  there  are  34  epilei)tics  and  5 spastics  living  at 
home  and  known  to  the  Welfare  Department,  but  who  are  not 
registered  as  Handicaj^ped  Persons. 

Among  ])ersons  ascertained  as  mental  defectives,  26  children 
and  35  adults  are  known  to  be  epileptics  and  17  children  and  13 
adults  are  known  to  suffer  from  a degree  of  spastic  paraplegia.  Of 
these,  14  child  and  27  epileptics  and  6 child  and  7 adult  spastics 
are  in  institutions. 

Among  edueable  children  of  school  age,  6 epileptics  and  20 
spastics  are  ascertained  under  the  Handicapped  Pui)ils  Regulations. 

No  special  provisions  are  made  available  to  these  groups  under 
the  local  health  service  arrangements,  but,  as  may  be  necessary, 
arrangements  are  available  for  the  loan  of  special  chairs,  walking 
aids,  sj)ecial  beds  and  mattresses  through  the  medical  loan  scheme. 
All  cases,  of  course,  have  access  to  the  services  being  provided  under 
the  Welfare  Department’s  Scheme. 

H EALTH  Education  . 

Oeneral  health  education  has  been  continued  mainly  through 
the  work  of  the  health  visitors  and  school  nurses  with  individuals 
or  small  groups.  'Sj)ecial  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  problem 
of  disseminating  information  about  the  association  between  smoking 
and  lung  chancer  and  it  nas  agreed  that  this  could  best  be  done  on  a 
local  basis,  probably  through  the  local  Cancer  Education  Committees 
which  were  established  in  1953,  when  an  experiment  in  general 
cancer  education  was  being  undertaken.  During  the  year.  Dr. 
Ciould  had  arranged  for  a series  of  lectures  and  film  demonstrations 
on  this  subject  in  the  I laltem})rice  area  to  several  of  the  women’s 
organisations  and  through  the  schools  to  all  school  leavers. 

Blindness. 

The  official  register  of  blind  and  partially  sighted  persons  is 
maintained  by  the  Hull  and  1‘iast  Riding  Institute  for  the  Blind, 
whose  officers  undertake  home  visiting  and  home  teaching  duties 
for  the  County  Council. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  330  blind  and  3t)  [martially 
sighted  {)ersons  on  the  Register.  'I’he  distribution  of  tliese  persons

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MENTAL  HEALTH. 

Administration. 

As  detailed  in  previous  reports,  the  work  of  the  Mental  Health 
Service  is  dealt  with  hy  a Sub-('oininittee  of  the  Health  (V)niniittee 
eonsistin^i:  of  ]()  members  who  meet  (piarterly  for  the  purpose  of 
eonsiderin^r  the  reports  on  defectives  and  other  persons  in  the  care 
of  the  Committee  and  makin^j  recommendations  to  the  Health  Com- 
mittee as  to  the  administration  of  the  service  or  any  specific  action 
to  be  taken  in  individual  cases. 


Apart  from  myself,  tbere  are  six  medical  officers  on  the  Councirs 
staff  who  have  attended  s])ecial  courses  on  mental  deficiency  and 
are  reco^^nised  for  the  pur])ose  of  examinin^j;  educationally  sub-normal 
children.  All  of  these  doctors  are  also  ajijiroved  as  examining  and 
certifying!:  officers  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts.  The  (’ounty 
is  divided  into  four  areas  controlled  from  the  central  office  and  in 
each  area  there  is  a Dulv  Authorised  Officer.  The  Duly  Authorised 
Officers  are  also  District  Welfare  Offic'ers  o])eratin^!:  under  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  On  the  central  staff  the  esfablish- 
ment  provides  for  a trained  jisychiatric  social  worker  and  a mental 
health  social  worker.  'Hiree  members  of  the  (’ouncirs  ht‘ad(]uarter’s 
staff  are  also  a])prov(‘d  as  Duly  Authorist'd  Officers.

Notification  was  received  during  the  year  that  the  Sheffield  City 
Council  were  considering  the  promotion  of  a long  term  project  for 
the  ac(}uisition  of  an  additional  major  source  of  water  supply  from 
the  Yorkshire  Derwent  at  Stamford  Bridge.  The  suggested  route 
of  the  pipeline  from  Stamford  Bridge  to  Sheffield  would  make

additional  siipplic's  of  water  readily  available  to  a number  of  authori- 
ties in  the  West  Hiding,  iiieludin^i:  Leeds  and  Wakefield.  The 
su^J'f^ested  ae(piisition  was  (“onsidered  at  a meeting  in  Sheffield  on 
11th  Deeemher,  11)57,  at  whieh  it  was  agreed  that  a scheme  should 
he  prepared  for  the  abstraction  of  water  from  the  Yorkshire  Derwent 
as  a major  souree  of  sup])ly  to  Sheffield  and  other  interested  water 
authorities,  and  that  a further  meeting  of  the  Authorities  concerned 
should  he  called  to  consider  the  scheme  suggested  and  the  financial 
imj)lications  and  other  matters  involved  with  its  application.

Forty-six  samples  of  milk  produced  at  hosj)ital  dairy  farms 
1 have  been  obtained  and  submitted  to  the  methylene  blue  test  at 
the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Seventeen  samples  were 
' examined  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  brucella  abortus 
with  negative  results. 

Biological  Examinations. 

'rhirty^-seveii  samples  of  undesignated  milk  were  obtained  by 
1 officers  of  the  County  Council  and  examined  biologically  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  d'hirty-four  of  the  sami)les  iiroved 
negative,  two  proved  positive,  and  in  the  remaining  case  the  guinea 
pig  died  before  the  examination  could  be  completed,  and  in  one 
case  the  bottle  was  broken  before  the  sam|)le  was  examined.

In  Aiin:ust  information  was  received  from  a MaterniTv  Home 
of  the  death  of  a hah\"  which  was  attributed  post  mortem  to  a 
parat3’})hoid  infection.  Investigation  showed  that  the  infection, 
which  was  often  symj)toniless,  was  fairlj^  widespread  among  the 
infants  in  this  Home  and  to  a lesser  extent  had  affected  the  mothers 
and  the  nursing  staff  and  the  Home  had  to  be  closed  for  five  weeks, 
d'he  outbreak  was  resj)onsible  for  twent^^-three  of  the  26  eases 
of  paratyphoid  notified  in  the  County  during  the  year.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

4’he  tliree  ('onsultant  Chest  Physicians,  with  administrative 
! centres  in  Hull,  l^)ntcfract  and  York,  and  tlie  Assistant  Cliest 
i Physicians  workini>’  with  them,  are  all  resi)onsil)le  to  the  C'ouncil 
\ for  the  preventive  side  of  tuberculosis  work  and  for  dealino;  with 
j the  special  prohlems  associated  with  care  and  after-care  and 
I rehabilitation  in  respect  of  any  patients  resident  in  the  County  who 
come  under  their  care.  'Their  chief  link  with  the  ('ounty  health 
services  is  through  the  health  visitors,  all  of  whom  act  as  tuberculosis 
’ visitors. 


Cpon  the  health  visitors  falls  the  main  responsibility  of  seeing 
that  contacts  of  notified  (‘ases  of  tuberculosis  attend  at  the  various 
chest  centres  for  physical  and  X-ray  examinations.  During  the  year 
1 the  various  chest  physicians  have  reported  that  299  contacts  of  newly 
notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  (‘xamined.  'This  rei)resents 
I an  average  of  three  contacts  for  every  new  case. 


As  the  need  arises,  and  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Chest 
: Physicians,  patients  being  treated  in  their  own  homes  are  supplied 
with  extra  milk  and  garden  shelters  free  of  charge.  During  the 
year,  1 Tfi  patients  were  sup])lied  with  milk  for  varying  periods  and 
] at  the  end  of  the  year  5 garden  shelters  were  in  use. 


'The  (’best  Physicians  have  been  responsible  for  arranging  to 
provide  B.C.C.  vaccination  for  contacts  where  they  consider  this 
to  he  advisahh'  and  during  the  year  l.'lfj  persons  have  been  vaccinated. 
Details  about  the  B.CkG.  vaccination  of  .school  children  are  given 
elsewhere  in  this  Report.

Advantage  is  taken  of  these  visits  to  offer  X-ray  examination 
to  all  school  leavers  and  teachers,  and  many  have  taken  advantage 
of  this  offer. 


Nkw’  Cases  and  Moutality. 

During  the  year  1(K)  primary  notifications  of  tuberculosis  were 
received  (cSi  pulmonary  and  Id  non-pulmonary).  'I'wo  other  eases 
also  came  to  notit'c  from  death  i-eturns  from  Local  Registrars, 
transferrahle  deaths  from  the  Registrar-Ceneral  or  i)osthumous 
notifieations.  'J'lu‘  total  number  of  new  eases  in  the  year  \vas, 
therefore,  102,  a decrease  of  18  on  the  corresponding  figure  for  the 
previous  year. 

The  decrease  is  attributable  to  a fall  in  the  number  of  new 
eases  of  the  non-pulmonary  forms  of  the  disease.  So  far  as 
[)ulmonary  tuberculosis  is  concerned,  there  has  been  a slight  increase 
in  the  number  of  eases  notified  due  to  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  found  among  people  aged  over  05.

I have  the  lioiiour  to  submit  my  Amiual  Re])()rt  on  the  work  of 
the  Sc'hool  Ilealtli  Syrviee  for  the  year  1957. 

'I'he  amount  of  time  made  available  by  medical  officers  for 
school  medical  work  has  been  reduced  by  the  unfortunate  absence, 
for  most  of  the  year,  due  to  ill  health,  of  Dr.  V].  dh  Colville.  The 
dental  service  which  it  has  only  been  able  to  staff  up  to  less  than 
three  (juarters  of  establishment,  has  attain  of  neeessity  been  limited 
in  its  availability.  It  also  proved  to  be  impossible  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resi^>nation  of  the  educational  ])sychologist  at  the  end 
of  195f),  and  in  consequence  the  C'hild  Guidance  Service  has  been 
practically  non-existent  during  1957.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
|)osition  with  re^tard  to  sj^eech  therapists  has  improved  and  this 
service  was  wairkin^  to  full  establishment  for  the  last  i)art  of  the 
vear. 


In  ^icneral  it  can  be  said  that  the  health  of  the  school  children 
lias  been  satisfactory,  but  an  outbreak  of  Asian  tyjie  influenza  during 
Sej)teniber  and  October  severely  affected  school  atteiidaiiees.  Most 
cases  w'ere  mild,  although  in  a few  instances  the  development  of 
toxic  pneumonia  comi)licated  the  condition.  There  have  also  been 
several  outbreaks  of  e])idemie  vomiting  and  reference  is  made  in  the 
rejiort  to  the  occurrence  of  this  illness  in  schools  in  Cottingham, 
Hornsea,  Middleton  and  Swine. 

Routine  and  sjiecial  medical  examinations  in  the  schools  totalled  I 
IdjUit,  and  as  a result  of  these  examinations  1,153  ehildren  were  ■ 


j'eferued  for  some  form  of  medieval  treatmenf.  Tlie  ronditions 
needing  treatment  were  most  frequently  defec'tive  vision  and  scjuint, 
defects  o^  the  ear,  nose  and  throat,  ineludin«:  deafness  and  defective 
) peech. 

Amono;  tlie  ascertained  liandicap])ed  (‘Inldren  there  ar('  2 to  wlio 
jhave  been  ascertained  as  educationally  sub-normal  ; of  these,  7 t are 
)receivinfj  education  in  S})ecial  schools,  71  of  them  bein^i;  in  the  bdton 
t Pasture  School.  There  are,  therefore,  many  educationally  sub-normal 
j children  still  beino’  educated  in  ordinary  schools  throughout  tlie  area, 
n'^pecial  classes  for  this  type*  of  pupil  whi(‘h  were  commenced  in 
[September  in  the  Hessle  area  will  allow  27  of  these  children  to 
ireceive  special  education  while  still  attendino:  an  ordinary  school 
and  takiiifj  ])art  in  all  the  o’eneral  school  activities,  and  if  this 
lexperiment  is  successful  1 ho])e  that  similar  faciliti(\s  will  be  made 
available  in  other  areas  of  tlu'  County  wher('  tluua'  are  suffi(‘ient  cases 
to  justfy  them. 

It  will  be  noted  that  fewer  routine  S])ecial  scliool  medical 
iexaminations  have  been  carried  out  than  durin^i:  the  ])revious  year. 
iThis  can  be  readily  accounted  for  by  the  increased  ])ro])ortion  of 
dime  which  the  nualical  staff’  hav(‘  had  to  allocate  to  inoculations 
{against  poliomyelitis.  Owin^’  to  the  lar^2:(‘  number  of  children  beinfr 
p’e^istered  for  ])oliomy(‘litis  vaccination  I anticipate  that  in  1958 
San  even  greater  number  of  sessions  will  have  to  b(^  d('vot(al  to  this 
Avork  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  this  will  result  in  a furtluu’  drojj 
< in  the  annual  figures  for  school  work. 

Reports  by  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  and  fh(‘  Organiser 
1 of  Physical  fxlucation  are  included  in  the  re])ort. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  Dr.  Ferguson  for  his  hel]!  with  the 
I prejiaration  of  this  report.

In  addition  to  these  routine  inspections  a total  of  4,192  special 
examinations  and  re-examinations  were  carried  out.  Among  these 
children  the  number  found  to  require  some  form  of  medical  treat- 
ment was  564  and  895  defects  were  noted  in  which  only  observation 
was  necessary. 

The  total  number  of  routine  and  special  medical  examinations 
was  13,044;  this  is  a decrease  of  practically  1,600  examinations  on 
the  previous  year. 


WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSES 


The  school  nurses  assist  with  routine  and  special  medical 
inspections  and  minor  ailment  clinics  and  carry  out  regular 
pleanliness  surveys  in  schools.

GENERAL  CONDITION 

'fhere  are  now  relatively  few  children  whose  general  condition 
is  not  classified  as  satisfacdory  and  only  0.2%  of  the  children 
examined  did  not  reach  a satisfactory  standard.  In  assessing  general 
eondition  all  as|)eets  of  the  ehihrs  health  are  taken  into  considera- 
tion, that  is,  both  mental  and  j)hvsieal  make  up. 

VISUAL  DEFECTS  AND  EXTERNAL  EYE  DISEASE 

Five  hundred  and  seventy-four  children  were  found  at  medical 
inspections  to  he  in  need  of  treatment  for  eye  defects  as  compared 
Uvith  609  in  1956.  In  addition,  990  children  were  under  observation 
"for  these  defects. 

Refraction  clinics  were  held  at  eleven  centres  in  the  County  ; 
jjthese  clinics  are  staffed  by  a medical  officer  appointed  by  the 
^Regional  Hospital  Board. 

I During  the  year,  1,561  individual  children  were  seen  at  these 
iclinics  and  made  a total  of  1,599  attendances.  Of  the  1,561 
jindividual  children  attending,  899  were  new  cases  and  1,162 
J attended  for  re-examination.  4'wo  hundred  and  twenty-five  children 
ijhad  glasses  prescribed  for  the  first  time  and  a change  of  glasses 
D was  ordered  in  324  of  the  cases  re-examined.  Glasses  were  obtained 
)from  the  opticians  chosen  by  the  i)arent.  (Details  of  the  clinics  and 
■'.sessions  are  given  on  page  74). 

Five  children  made  twenH-one  attendances  at  the  orthoptic 
: clinic  held  at  the  York  County  Hospital.

DEFECTIVE  HEARING 

OiU'  hundred  and  seventy-nine  children  were  referred  for  sj)eeial 
((\slinn’  by  means  of  tlie  audiometer.  Of  these.  147  were  considered 
to  Iiave  normal  hearin^i:,  and  the  remainder  were  referred  to  a 
si)e(“ialist  for  futher  examination.  4’hree  of  these  children  were 
('ventually  provided  with  heariii”^  aids. 

As  will  he  seen  in  the  Table  on  ])a^»•e  f)7,  there  are  nine  deaf 
and  thirt('en  partially  deaf  ehildren  in  attendance  at  special  schools 
and  (‘i<>’ht  j)artially  deaf  ehildren  who  are  not  considered  to  he  in 
ma'd  of  spe'cial  school  education  are  attendinjj;  the  ordinary  primary 
schools. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  AND  POSTURAL  DEFECTS 

As  in  j)ast  yt'ars,  sjxa'ial  orthopaalic  clinics  continued  to  he 
ludtl  in  Ih’idl ino’ton,  Malton.  Scarhorouoh  and  York,  at  which  143 
I'ast  hidino;  ehildren,  of  whom  1.)  were  new  cases,  made  169 
att(‘ndances. 

Ihfiht  ehildren  were  admitted  and  nine  disehar«xed  from  the 
Ad(4a  Shaw  ()rth()})<*edic  Hospital,  Kirhymoorside. 

UNCLEANLINESS 

In  their  cleanliness  surveys  the  school  nurses  made  71,095 
individual  examinations  durin«:  the  year  and  545  individual  children 
were  found  to  he  infested,  that  is  76  more  than  in  the  previous 
y(‘ar.  44ns  de^^ree  of  infestation,  which  represents  1.7%  of  the 
school  ])opulation,  is  too  hi^h  for  a condition  which  should  he 
(‘apahle  of  hein^  avoided  by  the  application  of  ordinary  rules  of 
cleanliness  and  hy^^iene  in  the  homes  of  the  children,  assisted  as 
this  can  he  when  necessary  by  the  helj)  of  the  school  nurses,  who 
are  sup{)lied  with  insecticidal  hair  lotions  for  free  distribution  to 
parents.  In  five  instances  it  was  necessary  to  serve  cleansing  notices  ; 
on  parents.  44ie  following  table  gives  particulars  of  uncleanliness  • 
during  the  past  ten  years  : —

The  miiiur  ailiiieiit,  eliiiic.s  (>revi()Lisl\  in  use  eoiitinued  to 
function,  and  in  addition  the  school  nurses  visit  tlie  homes  of 
some  of  tlie  children  living'  in  the  rural  areas. 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below  that  children  attended 

the  clinics  during'  the  year  as  com])ared  with  5, 8(18  in  195(J,  a 
decrease  of  88 d.  This  is  due  to  a considerable  droj)  in  the  number 
of  children  who  received  treatment  for  minor  injuries,  bruises,  etc.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  DENTAL  OFFICER 

The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  reports  as  follows  : — 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  statf  consisted  of  five  whole-time 
and  three  part-time  dental  officers,  being  equivalent  to  just  less  than 
six  whole-time  officers.  As  it  is  generally  considered  that  at  least 
one  dentist  is  required  for  every  8,000  children  on  the  school  register, 
it  will  be  evident,  as  the  school  population  is  over  81,000  that  it  is 
impossible  to  provide  a complete  dental  service  throughout  the 
County  with  the  staff  at  its  present  numerical  strength. 


When  Mr.  Kelly,  who  worked  the  Western  part  of  the  County 
with  Mr.  Gray,  resigned  in  1956  the  schools  in  his  area  were  added 
to  those  of  three  assistant  dental  officers  and  since  then  the  intervals 
between  visits  to  schools  have  shown  a continued  increase.  This 
has  been  most  evident  in  districts  where  secondary  schools  are  sited 
as  more  pupils  remain  at  those  schools  after  their  15th  birthday 
and  the  high  ineidence  of  caries  shown  by  those  pupils  results  in 
prolonged  treatment  visits  being  necessary  owing  to  the  amount  of 
conservative  work  recpiired.  Due  to  these  factors,  which  were  made 
worse  when  Mr.  (jray  left  the  service  in  September,  a vicious  circle 


of  accunuilated  work  and  i)rolonocd  treatment  sessions  was  set  up 
and  in  order  to  utilize  tlie  statf  to  tlie  best  advanta^»:e  it  has  been  ] 
neeessary  to  re-adjust  eaeh  dental  offieer's  area  to  more  reasonable 
I)roi)ortions. 


Despite  this,  all  the  dental  officers  liave  been  trying  to  cope 
with  numbers  of  children  in  excess  to  those  recommended  as  reason-  - 
able,  with  the  result  that  the  intervals  between  dental  visits  to  i 
schools  are  in  some  instances  as  long  as  three  years,  and  pending  z 
the  appointment  of  new  staff  the  schools  in  the  western  part  cannot  ' 
he  regularly  inspected  or  treated. 


'rrcatment,  when  it  has  been  possible,  has  been  comprehensive  ’ 
and  the  services  of  medical  officers  attending  gas  sessions  have  been  i 
greatly  ap{)reciated.  'hheir  attendance  as  anyesthetists  has  enabled  . 
me  to  perform  much  more  elinical  work  and  it  is  ho])ed  that  all  ! 
gas  sessions  in  the  future  will  he  taken  hv  the  medical  officers. 


The  demand  for  orthodontic  appliances  continues  and  211  cases  s 
were  successfully  comi)leted. 

In  conclusion  I tender  my  thanks  to  the  dental  officers  and  1 
their  attendants,  medical  officers  and  office  staff  and  teaeliers  for  r 
their  liel})  and  co-operation. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

f JM I ) E M I C V O M rr  I N G . 

On  Friday,  the  17th  May,  1957,  12  children  attending  the" 
C'ottingham  Infants  School  develoi)ed  nausea  and  vomiting,  some- 
times followed  by  diarrhoea,  and  over  the  suceceding  two  weeks*' 
81  children  out  of  the  819  on  roll  were  affected.  'I'wo  teachers^ 
developed  the  condition  and  secondary  eases  in  the  families  at  home: 
were  fre(iuent.  All  hactcriologieal  examinations  i)roved  negative. 


Twenty  children  in  attendance  at  the  Swine  C.K.  School  had  i 
attacks  of  sickness  during  the  night  of  the  2tth  July,  1957.  Ini 
most  eases  the  children  were  sick  once  or  twice  only  and  there  was  < 
no  associated  diarrluea.  'hhere  was  no  real  coimeetion  between  i 
those  children  affected  and  those  taking  school  meals.  The  school 
milk  supply  was  examined  hut  showed  no  abnormality. 


On  the  2tth  July,  1957,  a sudden  outbreak  of  sickness  occurred  ! 
amongst  the  children  at  the  Middleton-on-the-W  olds  School,  affect- 
ing sixteen  out  of  fifty  pu])ils.  This  outbreak  was  not  confined  too 
children  as  there  appeared  to  he  a numher  of  similar  cases  of  siekness  s 
in  the  district. 


A small  outbreak  of  epidemic  vomiting  occurred  at  the  Hornsea  a 
Mereside  School  during  the  week  ending  28th  September,  1957.  A^ 
number  of  children  in  each  class  suffered  from  the  sudden  onset  of  ^ 
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i sickness  witli  no  otlier  o’eiieralised  symi)tonis.  The  condition  cleaved 
^ Lip  in  lioiivs  in  all  cases.  A total  of  children  were  ath'cted. 
I Tliere  was  no  t'vidence  to  sii^'^^’est  tliat  the  illness  was  due  to  school 
I milk  or  meals. 


All  these  outbreaks  ari*  typical  of  epid 
in  the  ahseiu-e  of  hacteriolo”;ical  evidence 
regarded  as  such.

Influenza. 

The  outbreak  of  Asian  tvpe  influenza  commenced  amongst 
school  children  in  tlu^  Ridin<>'  during'  the  week  hL'^injiin^'  Kith 
September,  and  in  most  cases  reached  maximum  incidence  the 
following’  week.  In  most  schools  the  prevalence  of  the  condition 
started  to  decline  at  the  end  of  the  second  week,  althou<?h  in  some 
schools  cases  were  reported  over  a period  of  four  weeks  or  more. 
All  areas  in  the  ('ounty  were  affected,  but  there  was  a hijjher 
percentage  of  cases  in  the  Withernsea  and  Beverley  schools. 

The  influenza  was  of  a relatively  mild  type,  the  usual  si^jns 
» bein^*:  up])er  respiratory  infection,  ^^eneral  malaise,  with  hack-ache 
and  a raised  temj)erature.  Practically  all  children  recovered  within 
seven  days,  but  toxic  pneumonia  was  reported  as  a complication  in 
one  or  two  cases. 

It  was  not  considered  necessary  to  close  any  schools  durin^z: 
the  outbreak,  but  all  the  teaching!:  staff  w^ere  advised  of  the  steps 
I to  be  taken  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  infection  in  the  classroom, 
j All  children  affected  were,  as  far  as  jjossible,  excluded  from  school 
I until  they  had  completely  recovered. 


B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

During’  the  year  letters  were  sent  to  the  parents  of  1,01)8 
children  between  the  ages  of  thirteen  and  fourteen  years  exj)laining 
the  scheme  for  the  protection  of  school  children  against  tuberculosis, 
and  consent  forms  were  received  from  the  i)arents  of  728  (66%) 
of  the  children  recjuesting  participation  in  the  scheme.  Of  th  is 
j number,  679  were  eventually  Mantoux  tested  in  order  to  ascertain 
I whether  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  necessary.  The  results  of  the  tests 
( show'ed  that  497  (78.2%)  were  negative  and  were  in  need  of 
vaccination  and  of  these  494  were  vaccinated. 


All  cases  showing  a positive  reaction  to  the  Mantoux  test  are 
» follow^ed  up  by  the  school  nurses  and  to  make  certain  that  there  is 
J no  evidence  of  active  disease,  are  offered  s])ecial  examinations, 
J including  X-ray  of  the  chest.

d'he  number  of  children  ascertained  as  educationally  sub-normal 
remains  fairly  (‘onstant,  the  fi^2:ure  of  245  for  1957  beino’  only  one 
more  than  in  the  previous  year.  There  has  been  an  increase  of  1 1 
in  the  places  taken  uj)  in  the  hitton  Pasture  (hkS.N.)  Residential 
School,  but  there  are  still  169  ascertained  educationally  sub-normal 
children  in  attendance  at  ordinary  primary  schools  ; of  these  99  are 
considered  suitable  for  admission  to  a s])ecial  school  and  the  remain- 
in^i’  70  for  education  in  special  classes.  dAvo  special  day  classes  were 
opened  at  Hessle  on  the  5th  September.  1957,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  27  children  were  in  attendance. 

ETTON  PASTURE  SPECIAL  SCHOOL 

The  <^eneral  fitness  of  the  children  in  attendance  at  the  bTton 
Pasture  (E.S.N.)  S])ecial  Residential  School  was  on  the  whole 
satisfactory,  althouiich  between  tlu^  18th  Se{)tember  and  the  27th 
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September  the  school  was  seriously  affected  hy  an  epidemic  of 
M influenza,  d'he  maximum  number  of  cliildren  ill  at  one  time  was 
(75  and  altofjether  95  children  out  of  a total  of  llfJ  in  residence  at 
ithe  time  were  aff’eeted.  Fortunately  many  of  the  staff  escaped  the 
, infection  and  managed  to  cope  efliciently  with  the  extra  work 
involved. 

The  medical  care  of  the  children  at  the  school  is  in  the  hands 
of  a general  practitioner,  and  dental  treatment  is  given  by  the 
' Authority’s  dental  officers.  In  addition,  the  speeeh  thera])ist  has 
visited  the  school  each  week.  Minor  ailment  clinics  were  also  held 
I three  times  ])t‘r  week,  tliese  being  in  charge  of  a school  nurse. 

Routine  medieal  inspections  have  been  earried  out  and  ap])ropriate 
' treatment  has  been  obtained  for  the  children.  Regularity  and 
sufficiency  of  meals,  sleej)  and  exercise  have  been  of  considerable 
• benefit  to  many  children  and  partieularly  those  of  poor  physiciue. 


SPEECH  THERAPY 


d'hree  sj)eech  therapists  were  employed  full-time  at  the  end  of 
II  the  year,  but  the  number  in  terms  of  full-time  emj)loyment  througb- 
: out  the  year  was  ecpiivalent  to  2.25  eom])ared  with  1.4  in  195G. 
1 M iss  Pratt  and  Miss  Carlisle  were  wholly  em])loyed  for  tlu'  year  and 
! Miss  d’owler  took  up  duties  on  the  1 Gth  Sei)tember. 

At  the  eommeneement  of  the  year  clinies  were  held  at  Barlby, 
Beverley,  Bridlington,  Cottingham,  Driffield,  Fulford,  Hessle, 
I Market  Weighton,  Poeklington,  Soutb  Ilolderness  and  Withernsea, 
and  later  on  in  the  year  at  Fffton,  Hornsea,  Ilowden  and  Norton. 
Two  hundred  and  seventy-five  children  made  .4,259  attendances  and 
in  addition  2.41  visits  were  made  to  th(‘  homes  of  tS  individual 
: children  for  treatment.

CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINIC 

Mr.  Smith,  the  educational  jisychologist,  resigned  as  from  the 
41st  Decemher,  1950,  and  as  there  was  already  a vaeancy  for  a 
psychiatric  social  worker  it  was  impossible  for  the  ( hild  Guidance 
Clinic  to  function  as  such  during  1957,  although  a few  children 
were  seen  bv  Dr.  Newcombe,  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist. 
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PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

'I'lie  Or^i’aniser  of  Physical  Ivliicatioii  lias  sup})lie(l  tlic  following 
information  about  })hysical  education  during  the  year. 

Steady  progress  in  all  branches  of  i)hysical  education  has  been 
inaintaincd  in  the  schools  during  the  i)ast  year,  although  the  influenza 
c])idemic  disrupted  work  in  most  schools  in  the  autumn  term, 
'rhroughout  the  country  there  is  a shortage  of  (jualified  specialist 
teachers  of  ])hysical  education  for  secondary  schools,  but  we  are  now 
in  the  ha})i)y  position  of  having  a higher  i)roportion  of  our  secondary 
schools  staflcd  with  fully-(jualifled  teachers  than  last  year.  This, 
together  with  the  excellent  facilities  of  playing  flelds  and  gymnasia 
at  our  new  schools,  is  ])roviding  a full  and  varied  programme  of 
physical  education  for  our  older  hoys  and  girls.  “Physical  education'* 
is  a term  which,  in  these  days,  embraces  a very  wide  range  of 
activities  ; hoys  and  girls  in  some  of  our  schools  have  the  opportunity 
of  ])artici])ating  in  gymnastics,  association  football,  rugby  football, 
cross  country  running,  hockey,  tennis,  swimming,  dancing,  badmin- 
ton, netball  and  basketball. 

'rhese  activities  can  make  a valuable  contribution  to  the 
education  of  the  whole  man.  However,  with  such  a choice,  it  is 
impossible  to  fit  into  the  school  timetable  many  of  these  activities, 
and  it  is  a credit  to  our  teachers  that  they  ])ut  in,  quite  vohmtarily. 
many  hours  of  work  outside  their  normal  teaching  duties  in  order 
to  educate  and  coach  the  boys  and  girls  under  their  care.  Youth 
hostelling  and  camping  during  school  holidays  are  other  excellent 
as])ects  of  the  physical  education  y)rogramme  carried  out  by  many 
schools,  inculcating  a healthv  wav  of  life  and  love  of  the  countrv- 
side  which  many  carry  over  into  adult  life. 

Such  a continuous  and  carefully  graded  ])rogranime  of  work, 
however,  is  not  j30ssihle  in  all  our  infant  and  junior  departments, 
because  of  inclement  weather  interrupting  many  physical  education 
lessons  which  must  he  taken  out  of  doors.  In  schools  where  it  is 
possible  to  move  desks  easily,  and  so  provide  a limited  space  for 
exercise,  teachers  are  encouraged  to  preserve  continuity  of  the  work 
by  giving  lessons,  necessarily  limited  in  content,  in  the  classroom. 

School  swimming  instruction  was  again  provided  for  those 
schools  which  could  be  accommodated  at  the  Beverley,  Norton, 
Selby,  Goole  and  Hull  baths.  Two  Secondary  Schools  are  ex]floring 
the  possibility  of  building  their  own  swimming  baths. 

Out-of-school  activities  have  continued  to  grow  and  rallies, 
league  matches  and  competitions  have  been  organised  in  football, 
cricket,  athletics,  hockey  and  netball.  Forty-eight  schools  took  part 
in  five  area  folk  dance  festivals  during  the  summer  term.  Courses 
for  teachers  were  held  in  athletics,  folk  dancing  and  hockey.

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Daring'  the  winter  inoJitlis  the  j)()[)alarit y of  folk  (lancing  grew 
I in  evening  institutes,  ( lasses  in  ])livsical  education  were  provided 
for  youth  in  elubs  and  evening  institutes  where  facilities  allowed. 
< Clutdocn-  games  and  athletics  were  also  po])ular  and  the  East  Riding 
I athletics  team  did  exce])tionally  well  to  win  the  Yorkshire  Youth 
( Organisations’  annual  sports  at  Rotherham  against  teams  from 
I eleven  city  and  (‘ounty  areas. 

PROVISION  OF  MILK  AND  MEALS 


d'he  numher  of  ])ui)ils  in  maintained  schools  who  took  milk 
in  1957  was  21,814,  being  7().f)t%  of  those  on  roll.  The  dilference 
I between  the  percentages  of  milk  drinkers  in  primary  and  secondary 
school  is  most  marked,  being  80.72%  and  50.85%  respectively. 
The  position  in  ])rimary  schools  is  almost  static,  but  in  the  last 
few  years  the  percentage  of  pupils  drinking  milk  in  secondary 
schools  has  steadily  declined.  There  were  1,097  ])upils  taking  milk 
r in  direct  grant  and  independent  schools. 


(4f  su])plies  to  maintained  schools,  99.01%  were  pasteurised 
I and  0.28%  were  of  tuberculin  tested  milk.  One  school  with  twcnty- 
[ four  pupils  was  supplied  with  undesignated  milk  and  one  with 
I fourteen  pupils  was  supplied  with  milk  tablets.  All  supplies  to 
I direct  grant  and  independent  schools  were  pasteurised. 


The  number  of  pupils  taking  school  dinners  declined  following 
: the  increase  on  1st  April,  1957,  of  the  charge  to  one  shilling  per 
meal.  At  the  time  of  the  preparation  of  the  Ministry  of  Education 
Annual  (October  Return,  from  which  all  figures  in  this  section  are 
I extracted,  a total  of  18,520  pupils  were  attending  school  canteens; 
47.94'%  of  those  on  school  roll.  The  eomj)arable  figures  for  the 
previous  year  were  14,262  and  49.49%. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH  TEACHERS,  SCHOOL  WELFARE 
OFFICERS  AND  VOLUNTARY  BODIES
